Bring Relief

A fter fifteen months of suffering 
with injuries from which she could 
nof recover, Miss Elinor 
Lambert, 
age 19 rears, 
daughter 
of 
Mr. 
and 
M r s . Louis C. 
Lambert, 
died 
earlv this morning about six o'clock 
at tlie home of her parents in 
E a st 
Seventh street where she lias been 
bedfast for the past month. 


Lingering hopelessly the 
victim 
of a fractured spinal column, which 
paralysed her hodv below the waist, 
the girl who was cfne of the 
city's 
most popular young women, 
failed 
to rally from a condition near death 
which she has reached time 
and 
time again, only to recover. 


H er death has been expected mo­ 
m entarily for the past month since 
she 
h a s been in a condition 
that 
would not permit her 
to sit 
in a 
wheel chair. 


Sunday night, M ay 9, 192(>, she 
was riding in an automobile 
when 
the machine turned over at a dan­ 
gerous turn five miles north of here. 
She was caught 
between 
folding 
seats of the ear, and her back bone 
was fractured. An operation 
was 
p e r f o r m e d the following day, but it 
failed to bring any relief. Since the 
accident six* has been able to be out 
in a wheel chair, but for tin* 
last 
several weeks lias been too ill 
l«>v 
that. Last October 
Miss 
Lam bert 
was taken to Mayo Brothers hospi­ 
tal at Rochester, Minn., in the last 
vain hope that she might be benefit­ 
ed, but there was no relief for her. 
The girl was a Senior in Rushville 
high school when the accident oc­ 
curred and although she was unable 
to continue school, received a

FILLING STATION LOOT 


Chester Strader. Held in Conners- 
ville. Admits Local Robbery and 


Returns Stolen Property 


SENTENCED FOR THIRTY DAYS 


Patrolm an W ill Havens and Edgar 
Bates, owner and operator <>t 
tin* 
W hite S ta r tilling station which was 
robbed Monday night 
by 
Chester 
Strader, being held in < 'onnersville 
went to Oonnersville Friday 
night 
and obtained all tlie stolen goods at 
the local filling station, from 
loot 
taken from Strader. 
Strader is held in Connersville <*n 
a charge of carrying concealed wea­ 
pons but since his 
arrest lie 
has 
been linked with 
numerous 
other 
th«*tts in 
Muneie, 
Knightstown, 
Salem, Ind., and 
Carrolton. 
Ky., 
where he with three other unknown 
men, robbed a jewelry store. 
Strader told the local men that his 
fam ily lived in Elwood. lie admitted 
the theft here, and turned over 
to 
Bates everything that he had taken 
Loro. 
" ' W 
Strader made the last confession 
in ('onnersville Friday, and all 
of 
the S S 0 0 worth of loot found in his 
possession early Tuesday morning 
when he was arrested shortly after 
the robbery here, has been identified. 
The loot obtained here included ten 
cartons of cigarettes, two watches, 
a flashlight and a tire gauge. 
After serving 30 days in Conners- 
ville on the charge there he will be 


turned over to Carrolton K y., au­ 
thorities to answer the charge there. 
Police authorities 
from 
Carrolton 
were to arrive in Oonnersville F r i­ 
day night to question the prisoner.

Mr. Ambrose was asked concern­ 
ing the death ray machine invented 
by Stienmetz, tho famous 
scientist, 
now dead, to which Private Peat a l­ 
luded in describing how horrible the 
future wars will lie. Peat said 
he 
saw the instrument demonstrated in 
the labratories of the General E lec­ 
tric company of Schenectady, New 
York, several years a g o 
by Stien­ 
metz himself, and that lie saw a pin 
split into a thousand different pie­ 
ces ayd saw a dog killed 
by radio 
three hundred feet distant. 
Concerning 
the 
death 
ra y 
the 
scientist said that he had seen such 
a filing in 
operation 
and 
that it 
could he made highly practical. “ Tn 
Chicago several years ago I saw a 
motorcycle run by radio, and saw 
animals killed bv the death ra y ,” lie 
said. “ The death ray, as Stienmetz 
developed it. is nothing but a beam 
of light 
that actually contains sub­ 
stances 
that are capable 
of con­ 
ducting an electric current. It is just 
like throwing out a wire three hun­ 
dred feet or three thousand feet 
in 
length, 
and 
passing 
a current 
through 
it. One clement of the cur­ 
rent is passed through this beam of 
light, and 
the 
other 
through 
the 
ground, and it will shock anything 
that is grounded. 
“ Im agine,” 
he 
continued, 
“ a 
whole city like Chicago being wiped 
off of the map by a single electric 
current transmitted from a powerful 
broadcasting station miles away. 
A 
possibility like that 
is enough 
to 
make any man 
shrink 
from 
the 
thought of a future war.

ands of people at a flash.

There have been 
many foreign spies around tlx* E d i­ 
son labratories looking for the for­ 
mula. 
“ Anyway, divinity is not all re­ 
vealing. Scientists have found that 
there is an unexplainable wall, which 
they cannot surpass, which I might

Lord came out hero with 
esti­ 
m a t e s for tlx* next year’s 
govern­ 
mental expenditures which run con­ 
s i d e r a b l y higher than Mr. Coolidge 
has indicated that he desired them 
to go. They would contemplate 
an 
expenditure of 
$3,425.009,000 
as 
compared w ith Arr. Coolidge’s desire 
to cut expenses 
to 
$3,000,000,000 
flat with h is announcement that he 
would not g<> above $3,300,000,000. 
Only two i t e m s of tlx* budget were 
made known by Lord. 
II«* revealed 
that tlx* government will provide e s ­ 
timates for carrying 
forward 
as 


s«)on a s possible work on six or eight 
new light cruisers for 
tlx* 
navy. 
Keels of two already have been laid 
but only planning work has 
been 
done on tlx* other six and there has 
been some doubt as to whether the 
administration with its program of 
stringent curtailment 
of expenses 
would provide estimates for tlx* oth­ 
er six. Lord also let it be 
known 
the budget would carry $125,000 for 
initial work to establish a municipal 
air port at Gravelly Point,

Commissioners Meet For This Pur­ 


pose Today jnd Council Is Called 


For Monday 


ALSO TO DISCUSS TAX RATES 


Incraase in County Levy May 
Be 


Expected Due to Farm Land Val­ 
ues Being Lowered 


The county board of commission­ 
ers were to meet this afternoon 
to 
prepare their budget and fix a ten­ 
tative gravel road repair tax, and 
the county council will meet for 
a 
similar purpose Monday. Tlx* coun­ 
cil, in addition to preparing a budget 
for the whole county, will 
discuss 
tlx* county tax rate and tlx* town­ 
ship gravel road 
bond and interest 


levies. 


Tlx* council will meet in annual 
session tlx* first Tuesday and W ed­ 
nesday following the first Afonday in 
September, which will fall on 
the 
sixth and 
seventh this 
year, - and 
adopt tlx* 
budget definitely fix all 
tax livics under their control. 


The preparation of the budget 
is 
important because it is tlx* basis 
<ff 
the tax rate inasmuch 
as the rate 
depends entirely upon tlx* amount of 
money which i s required. The coun­ 
cil’s 
and 
commissioners’ 
budgets 
will lie published for the information 
of taxpayers, who have a right un­ 
der the* law to object to any item 
that appears in 
the budget before 


it is finally adopted. 
No hope is held out for aqy do­ 
er« use in tax rates next year, large­ 
ly < 1 ix* to tlx* fact 
that 
tlx* 
state 
board of tax commissioners recently 
ordered a redu«'*tion 
in farm 
land 
valuations for 
taxation 
purposes. 
This will have a tendency to increase 
rates. Likewise, there is no elianee 
for a decrease in the county gravel 
road repair levy because tlx* county 
is adding 
township 
roads, 
which 
adds to flic cost of upkeep for the 


county. 
The township gravel road 
bond 
and intrest tax rate is governed by 
tho amount of gravel road bonds and 
interest falling due in 
the 
coming 
year. Tn some townships 
tlx* rates 
will be increased and in others they 
will he lowered. A township that has 
added no new roads this year 
may 
expect a lower 
rate, 
because 
the 
sum required to meet the fixe«l chan­ 
ges each year is lower. 
* Rushville 
township 
has 
had 
a 
com paratively low rate, but may ex­ 
pect an increase due to two streets 
in Rushville having 
been 
ordered. 
They will not show up in the 
levy 
until 1929, however, 
because 
bonds will not be sold before 
rates are fixed. 
Township advisory 
boards 
are 
now publishing in tlx* form of legal 
advertisements, their proposed bud­ 


g e t s tor the forthcoming year. 
Tlx* 
boards serve notice in tlx* advertise­ 
ments that an.v taxpayer is p rivil­ 
eged to appear before them and ob­ 
ject to any, part <>r all of the items 
in 
tlx* 
proposed 
appropriations. 
Township boards will meet on T u e s ­ 
day. September 0- to make their ap­ 
propriations and fix tax levies 
tor 
various township purposes, includ­ 
ing road" and schools.

Tic also lias been making trips 
to rural sections to obtain first hand 
information on conditions. 


W hile 
contending 
that 
n “ cure 
a ll” is impoosible, flic secretary be­ 
lieves the agriculture situation can 
bo vastly improved 
by three 
me­ 
thods : 


1. Farm ers 
cooperation 
among 
themselves and adjusting corps 
to 
avoid excessive surpluses. 


2. Storing 
surplus 
crops 
until 
market conditions improve. 


3. Setting up a federal hoard 
to 
guide farm ers on handling surpluses 
and genearl farm problems. 


The government cannot give finan- 
•inl aid to agriculture as the surplus 
tips year will orobablv well he used 
for a tax reduction, it was said. 


B at the fo«leral hoard can help as 
intermediate credit hanks have nm- 
nlc resources to 
advance 
farmers 
needing loans. 


Jardine is arranging to meet re ­ 
presentatives of newspapers once a 
week— which is something new for a 
Secretary of Agriculture.

*vrpt;s.*conferences. Jardine will out­ 
line for publication the adm inistra­ 
tion’s farm relief program, and thus 
seek the support of the entire coun­ 
try f ° r his program.

6-13-10, 
the N. E. j See. 5-13-10, the S. \ \ . 
] Sec. 32-14-10 and S. H. 1 See. 31- 
14-10. Having received and approved 
the report, ( which is missing) 
the 
county 
commissioners 
appointed 
Conrad Sailor, agent for the county, 
to lay off and sell not less than 150 
nor more than 200 lots in said lo­ 


c a t i o n together with the county sat 
lot which has never been changed. 
Much confusion arises trom 
the 
designation of the 
Stephen 
Sim- 
house, as tin* place where the court 
was to meet and where it did assem ­ 
ble oil the 1th day of April, 
1822. 
but where that house was located, 
is now as unknown

place ot Moses. I here, 
we are told

injunction of the law governing the

If a man can be found 
who has no enemies worth speak­ 
ing of, he has an edge on the next 
fellow. 
A glance at presidential 
candidates for the last 20 years 
will confirm that as a general 
statement. 
Thus when two men stand head 
and shoulders above 
the other 
candidates 
for 
the 
Republican 
nomination, as 
do Hoover and 
Dawes, the man who has the least 
opposition within the party seems 
likely to win. And It’s a fact that 
while some Important political ele­ 
ments 
which 
would stand for 
Dawes would put up a real fight 
against Hoover, the elements in 
the Hoover strength would have 
little trouble In accepting Dawes. 
Dawes Better Bet 
That Is one of the principal rea­ 
sons why, at this writing, Dawes 
seems the better bet. 
The important anti-Hoover sen­ 


timent will be found among farm­ 
ers, senators and other politicians. 
Among these classes of influence 
Dawes has been busy building up 
his fences. 
He is the strongest 
candidate who will appeal to 'all 
three, although any one of them 
might prefer someone else. 
Hoover’s

lies 
with the business and financial in­ 
terests. 
He has had the aid of a 
matchless publicity machine and 
for a long time has appealed to 
the imagination of the ordinary 
man. 
But is Dawes found wanting in 
those respects?

He has been his own publicity ma­ 
chine, but he Is certainly as wide­ 
ly known as Hoover and he too 
has captured the imagination of 
the average citizen.

The two men are both believed 
to be extremely ambitious for the 
presidency. 
With the foreign situation as It 
Is, America’s International bank­ 
ers will be quite solicitous about 
the next president.

But the Mellon Interests an d ( 
perhaps, generally speaking, tho 
domestic financial interests, are 
likely to line up for Dawes.

REMINISCENCES 


JOHN F. JOYCE 


Recently, I have received so many 


inquiries about the "marker" placed 
on road 52 near Circleville that I 
will "hand down" what little infor- 
mation 1 possess relative 
to the 


matter. It is not a "marker" in the 
sense that it marks the location of 
any particular object or person, nor 
is it a public but a private 
one, 


erected by those personally concern- 
ed, as a memorial to the memory of 
a family, which, early in our his- 
tory, settled in Hush County.

14-10. Having received and approved 
the report, (which is missing) the 
county 
commissioners

Conrad Sailor, agent for the county, 
to lay off and sell not less than 150

Much confusion arises from 
the 


designation of the 
Stephen Sims 


house, as the place where the court 
was to meet mid where it did assem- 
ble on the 4th day of April, 1822. 
but where that house was located, 
is now as unknown as the burial 
place of Moses. There, we are told 
"Tliey met and they parted forever" 
at that place notwithstanding the 
injunction of the law governing the 
matter as set out in Sec 4 in said 
Act that "The Circuit Courts and all 
other Courts, of said County of 
Hush, shall be held at the house of 
Stephen Sims aforesaid, until suit- 
able accommodations can be had at 
the seat of justice for said 'county." 


The Act, providing for the forma- 


tion of the county, was approved by 
Gov. Jennings Dec. 31st., 1821 and 
took effect April 1st, 1822, aud pro- 
vided among other things that "the 
commissioners appointed to organ- 
ize the.County shall 
meet on the 


first Monday in June, 1822, at 
the 


house of Stephen Sims, (which was 
more than two months after 
the 


time given as the day when the first 
court met) and immediately 
pro- 


ceed to discharge the duties assign- 
ed them by law." 


What such duties were is not sta- 


ted but a reference to the original 
Act will show. But 
if one of their 


duties was to organize a court, they 
were too late, as the court 
had 


"iconic and went." 
Not being' an 


Iconoclast I will venture no 


to solve a matter, which at best is 
not very important to the public. 


This is what leads to the confus- 


ion of history as it affects our coun- 
ty, and the location of the "memor- 
ial" for the court transacted no 
business there but 
almost 
imme- 


diately adjourned to meet at 2 o'- 
clock P. M., the same day at the 
house «f John Perkins, in Noble 
township. Here the court did meet 
according! to adjournment and. fin- 
ished the second 
half of its first 


session. So, the contention of my 
friend, John A. Titsworth, is not 
without 
foundation, that 
Noble 


township, among other firsts—first 
school, first settler, first church and 
first distillery—also had at least the 
first business session of the Rush 
Circuit Court, for at this session, a 
prosecuting attorney was_sworn in, 
a grand jury sworn and returned no 
indictments and were paid 75 cents 
each for services. 


Noble has another 
advantage— 


they can locate the spot 
where 


stood their court house and prove 
it, while the "memorial" located re- 
cently is not even in the same sec- 
tion, owned by Stephen Sims, but 
more than forty rods east of it in 
Section five, which at that time was 
owned by James Anderson. 


Luke Duffy now' owns the land 


then owned by Stephen Sims in Sec- 
tion 6 part of that owned by Ander- 
son in Suction 5 and part of that 
owned by Win.
